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ThcaterQuest describes exactly what the non¬ 
profit educational corporation represents. And that 
corporation has an interesting proposition for the 
village of Sierra Madre. 

The corporation, with Eric Waterhouse as 
president, talked to the Main Street Chamber of 
Commerce board of directors Tuesday morning 
about a project they hope to bring to Sierra Madre’s 
Memorial Park—a Shakespearean festival. 

“TheaterQuest requires no financial commit¬ 
ment from the city of Sierra Madre,” Waterhouse 
told the group. Waterhouse is a third generation 
Pasadenan whose grandfather was mayor of the city 
many years ago. 

“What we need is enthusiasm in return for an 
organized, professional, classical theater in your 
town.” 

The corporation was formed in 1989 and one of 
its objectives is to start a Shakespeare Festival in 
California. “The festival’s goals are three-fold: to 
make Shakespeare entertaining and accessible to the 
general public; to work hand in hand with local 
schools to teach children the joys of drama, set 
design, costuming, stage combat and poetry; and 
finally to build the first full-scale replica of the Old 
Globe Theater.” 

Waterhouse added quickly that building such a 
theater would be down the line several years. 
Although Elizabethan-style stages are being used in 
a handful of states, California does not have one 
within its borders. 

Waterhouse pointed to the town of Ashland, 
Ore., population 15,680, that houses the “healthiest 
theater in the United States. Over the last 20 years, 
the festival has consistently sold at least 90 percent

of its available tickets. These sales generate 74 per¬ 
cent of the nonprofit theater’s annual operating 
budget. Four-hundred thousand people visit 
Ashland each year and the $60 million generated an¬ 
nually within the community solely on the drawing 
strength of the festival seems to be sufficient 
evidence that the modern mind continues to desire 
an experience with the classics,” he said. 

Austin Daniels, Sierra Madre businessman who 
has relatives in Ashland, told the group that the 
plays there “had tremendous benefit to the com¬ 
munity. It is clearly the No. 1 provider which takes 
the place of levies and fees.” 

Most everyone knows the great success that 
Ashland, Ore. has experienced. Tentatively, a group 
of residents are planning to go to Ashland to view 
the organization of the successful theater, to com¬ 
pare ordinances and to interview residents in that 
town. 

Waterhouse outlined as one of the goals 
“economic stability and prosperity for the com¬ 
munity...Not only do the goals of Sierra Madre’s 
downtown revitalization match perfectly with the 
concept of the Shakespeare Festival, but so does the 
history of Sierra Madre itself. This, combined with 
Sierra Madre’s physical and demographic makeup, 
produce an ideal match.” 

Specifically, he suggested that a committee be 
formed of residents, business owners and city ad¬ 
ministration to control the theater. He suggested a 
“partnership—we’d write up the budget and work 
all of that out.” 

A point he made over and over was the fact that 
area students would be able to use the theater as a 
mentor program within the schools. Waterhouse has 
already been talking with area schools and has 
created enthusiasm within Arcadia. 

Why Shakespeare? Because of the quality of 
those who would attend such plays and the advan¬ 
tage of not needing to pay royalties on the 400-year- 
old plays that have lived throughout the centuries. 

Initial seating in Memorial Park would be 
bleachers that would be taken down after perfor¬ 
mances. 

During the first year. Memorial Park band shell 
would be used for six weeks in which there would be 
three weeks for rehearsal and three for performances 
of two plays. 

“Growth must take place slowly,” Waterhouse 
enunciated. Later, he said, they would like to extend 
festival time to a regular commitment of up to eight 
months of plays in Memorial Park. He added that 
the city would always hold control of any activities 
in the park. 

Sierra Madreans have an opportunity to 
ruminate over TheaterQuest of California and what 
it could do for the community. Next, both the City 
Council and Parks and Recreation Commission will 
meet to discuss the possibilities of such a marriage 
between the village of Sierra Madre and Theater- 
Quest.

In February, 1881, Nathaniel C. Carter pur¬ 
chased 845 acres of land from E. J. “Lucky” 
Baldwin; 108 acres from the Southern Pacific 
Railroad and 150 acres from John Richardson. This 
1103 acres of land were located near the San Gab¬ 
riel Mountains, 17 miles northeast of Los Angeles 
and five miles east of Pasadena, and was to be called 
the city of Sierra Madre. 

Between the year 1881 to the incorporation of 
the city in September, 1907, very little information 
was known as to the police protection. The city of 
Sierra Madre was .surrounded by “Lucky” Baldwin’s 
Ranch and any and all crimes that were committed 
in the area were handled by Mr. Baldwin. 

The citizens of Sierra Madre organized a Board 
of Trustees in 1905, and began to handle their own 
problems. They appointed a W. C. Austin ai the 
town constable and he worked hand in hand with the 
Board of Trustees. Any crimes which occurred with¬ 
in the city were printed in the city newspaper with an 
example that follows: 

“TAKE NOTICE; The persons responsible for 

damage to the Congregational Church last night 
are known. Repair the mischief at once or you 
will be liable to arrest.” 

Signed, the Board of Trustees 

Sierra Madre was a town which offered beau¬ 
tiful scenery, health-restoring weather, clear moun¬ 
tain drinking water and an ideal atmosphere to raise 
a family. But as more people were moving in, the 
citizens saw the need for discussing the future pop¬ 
ulation and law enforcement. 

In 1906, a town meeting was called for this 
purpose: “Looking to the future we must think 
of Police protection. In the past we have had 
little need for an officer in our midst, and it may be 
long before we do. But we must face the fact as 
more people come in and the population of our 
beautiful town increases, the bad will come with 
the good.”

In January, 1907, a town meeting was called 
at Andrews Packing House for nominating city 
officials. There were 65 citizens present, out of 
which 42 were registered voters. The city was then 
divided into quarters: Central Ave. (now known 
as Sierra Madre Blvd.), east and west; Auburn/ 
Hermosa, north and south. Each quarter elected 
its own spoksman to represent them at the meeting.

Update of water situation 


A number of our readers have been asking 
where we stand now on our “critical” water situa¬ 
tion. 

The March rains, of course, changed the picture 
from drought to a year still less than normal, but 
much closer to average. 

Figures on tunnel flows and spreading are not 
yet available, according to City Administrator 
James McRea. Unfortunately, that does not change 
the 800-acre feet we now owe the Raymond Basin 
Management Board and which must be replaced by 
an outside source of water. 

An exchange agreement has now been worked 
out under which our own district, the San Gabriel 
Valley Municipal Water District (SGVMWD), will 
place 350 acre feet of water in the San Gabriel Basin 
which would then be pumped by Arcadia. Arcadia 
lies over both the San Gabriel and the Raymond 
Basin, unlike Sierra Madre which lies over only the 
latter. 

In turn, the water would be placed in the Ray¬ 
mond Basin and credited toward our 800-acre-foot 
debt, at the cost of $160 an acre foot. 

An amalgum of Arcadia, Sierra Madre, the 
Raymond Basin Management Board, Metropolitan 
Water District and SGVMWD are working out 
details of obtaining the remaining 450 acre feet. 

In the meantime, an “overextraction” sub¬ 
committee of the Raymond Basin Management 
Board is looking into the matter of what Sierra 
Madre feels are unfair penalties on the water it 
spreads—almost one-third of the total each year. 
T^e formula, according to McRea, was set back in 
the 1950$ by the simplistic method of basing the 
amount of water which could be pumped without 
penalty on the amount of water each member had 


pumped the previous year. 

Those who pumped less than usual were per¬ 
manently stuck with that base amount. Some, in an¬ 
ticipation, overpumped, and were sitting pretty for 
the future. 

The theory behind the penalty formula is based 
on estimates of evaporation and escape over the 
Raymond Basin dike into the lower San Gabriel 
Basin. Ironically, according to a member of the 
SGVMWD, nobody receives that credit in the San 
Gabriel basin, so “it just disappears.” 

Others feel that since Sierra Madre supplies that 
water it should be remunerated, like MWD or 
SGVMWD, for the water they supply. 

Tom Shollenberger, Sierra Madrean, former 
member of the Raymond Basin Management Board 
and a recognized authority on Raymond Basin mat¬ 
ters, is convinced that Sierra Madre has an abun¬ 
dance of water, even in times of drought, that 
should continue into the forseeable future. 

He blames our problems squarely on the Ray¬ 
mond Basin’s penalty system, although he, too, feels 
our own district (SGVMWD) owes us a source of ad¬ 
ditional water which it has failed to deliver after 
millions of dollars in payments from Sierra Madre 
over 33 years of membership. 

Perhaps the drought has been a blessing in 
disguise since it has forced all of the involved parties 
into serious discussions and the taking of at least the 
first tentative steps toward a long-range, permanent 
solution to our water problems. 

Continued persistence on the part of the city, 
however, will be required once the current crisis is 
solved.

Reports on the Main Street project began 
in this column on June 6, 1988. On the third, 
and perhaps final, anniversary of the downtown 
revitalization program initiated by the Sierra 
Madre Community Redevelopment Agency 
(CRA), a few reflections are in order. 

From day one, one point was made and 
remade: “The Main Street program is intended 
to forge a series of partnerships among and 
between the public and private sectors of Sierra 
Madre; to stimulate and coordinate activities 
that retain existing businesses, attract new 
business investment, restore building facades; 
to act as advocate for downtown and implement, 
restore building facades; to act as advocate 
long-term, comprehensive revitalization 
strategies that encourage economic dfevelopment 
within the context of historic preservation.” 

Claiming success or pointing at failures!is 
often very subjective,, and invitps ‘criticism. 
For instance, records pompiled in the Main 
Street office indicate 24 new businesses have 
opened in down-town since March, 1988. It

This poorly paced 
comedy starts with Murray being goofy and 
Dreyfuss being stressed, ditto for the middle 
and end. Seven-eighths of the funny stuff 


is estimated they added 73 jobs in downtown. 
On the down side, 10 businesses closed their 
doors taking away an estimated 20 jobs. Given 
both sets of figures are close to accurate, 
downtown has had a net job increase of 
53 in the past three years. 

Another economic indicator is building 
improvements. According to Main Street 
accounting, at least 20 downtown properties 
have been improved. Two new buildings have 
been constructed, not counting the three under 
construction replacing those lost in the 1989 
fire. Four major rehabilitations have been 
completed. The combination of building permit 
information and educated guess places the total 
investment at one million dollars plus. 

Those are rather impressive figures. It’s 
reasonable to suggest the combined efforts of 
Main Street and chamber were positive cont¬ 
ributing factors to this economic development. 

Supporters of the proposed business 
improvement district believe it is important to 
continue activities that support and stimulate 
economic development throughout the ’90s. 
There’s no question that survival of downtowns 
in small communities doesn’t just happen. 
A few of the strongest independents may 
grow and prosper without the programs and 
community involvement of a Main Street or 
Chamber. Property owners with no mortgages 
to pay certainly may feel they can afford to 
ignore the need for property improvements or 
community marketing programs. 

Downtowns rarely die, completely. Usually 
what happens is they just fade away. They 
become a shadow of their once exciting, 
attractive and inviting self. And, it doesn’t 
happen overnight. But, it does happen when 
the majority of business and property owners 
cease to act and only react.

“That two solitudes protect and touch 
and greet each other,” as such did the poet 
Rainer Rilke define love. 

In writing her, now classic, “Gift from 
the Sea,” Anne Morrow Lindbergh quotes his 
definition and examines the principles beneath 
it as she does her seashells. “Gift from the 
Sea,” at heart, is about those conditions of 
love and solitude, the balance and marriage 
between them in today’s American society 
though written for her generation in the 1950s, 
she has captured a truth that remains as 
relevant today as it was prophetic 40 years ago. 

The book which began as a personal 
meditation journal during her time alone at the 
seashore has become a chronicle of her “search 
for a new pattern of living.” It is a wisdom 
book on the stages of a woman’s life, through 
Romantic love, married love, family respon¬ 
sibilities, and beyond the traditional ties into 
the silver and golden years, into the thread and 
core of identity (she writes, “This is the 
essence of ‘coming of age’ to learn to stand 
alone”). 

She lived and wrote at the beginning of our 
technological age and blessing: “For life today 
in America is based on the premise of ever 
widening circles of contact and communication,” 
and she recognized as well its curses in the 
form of fragmentation as we move further 
and further (and faster and faster) from the 
simplicity that is so important for solitude 
and communion. “When one is a stranger to 




oneself, then one is estranged from others 
too,” she observed. “Only when one is 
connected to one’s own core is one connected 
to others...And, for me, the core, the inner 
spring, can best be refound through 
solitude.” 

We were on the brink of a profound 
alienation in society, but Anne Morrow looked 
up, saw the positive, recorded: “We are now 
ready for a true appreciation of the value 
of the here and now and the individual.” 

She wrote of these things before Gail 
Sheehy’s “Passages” and Baba Ram Dass’ 
“Be Here Now,” and she wrote of these 
things with the sensibility and skill of a poet. 
“Gift from the Sea” is a reading experience 
akin to the reading of poetry or listening to 
music, each chapter is a treasure from the deep 
and perceptive sea that was her inner landscape 
as well as her outer environment and “setting” 
for inspiration. The book is an amazing 
legacy from the wife of Charles Lindbergh, 
especially to us for whom their public notoriety 
and personal sorrow are only history lessons. 
It is clear from this book that theirs was 
a marriage of two winged spirits. 

“The waves echo behind me,” she writes, 
“Patience-Faith-Openness is what the sea 
has to teach...” 

And, a model of the virtues of, “The 
winged life of relationship—Their eternal ebb 
and flow—of their inevitable intermittency.”

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Business, property 
owners oppose B.LD. 


Several merchants and property owners have 
come out against the proposed Business Improve¬ 
ment District (B.l.D.) which was outlined in the May 
16 issue of The News. The Main Street Chamber of 
Commerce is the group that has sponsored the 
B.l.D. after an 18-month study. 

The merchants and property owners against the 
B.l.D. have come out with a packet and they in¬ 
clude, in the order outlined in that packet, the 
following; Bill Birgensmith, Jerry Meyer, William 
L.SulIivan, Christopher Valencia, Patricia Willis, 
Terry Sanderson, James Sullivan, Gail and Jim 
Bradley, Suzannah Taylor and Joseph Delgatto. 

Property owners who are not in favor of the 
B.l.D. include Sam Perloff, William J. Sullivan, 
Bettie and Don Davis, Waldo Ward, Nina Neal, 
Elva Johnson and Joseph Delgatto. 

To quote the packet, “In reviewing the last 
three years, there have been no significant im¬ 
provements or changes attributed to this program. 
In fact, the number of retail businesses has declined 
and gross retail dollars are down.” 

The local Main Street Program was originally 
funded not by the state but by the Sierra Madrc 
Community Redevelopment Agency for three years 
and that funding is up as of this month. 


In the packet, the cover letter states that those 
against the B.l.D. believe that the funding proposed 
by those in favor of the B.l.D. “is ludicrous, 
especially based on past performance...In our opi¬ 
nion, this is another way for a chosen few to spend 
money they don’t haved to create more 
bureaucratic nonsense. It will provide absolutely 
no change, except to increase operating expenses by 
additional taxation to us.” 

Although those against the B.l.D. state that no 
future increases in assessment need not be voted on 
by businesses at large, California law states that no 
increase or change can be done without a public 
hearing. 

The News contacted three members of the com¬ 
mittee against the B.l.D. and they declined to be in¬ 
terviewed. 

They attach a petition that reads “Authoriza¬ 
tion for Non-Support of Business Improvement 
District” and those signing the petition are to send it 
to the Sierra Madre City Council. 

Two information meetings concerning B.l.D. 
are scheduled for Tuesday morning, June 18, 7:30 
a.m., and Wednesday evening, June 19, 7:15 p.m., 
both at the Senior Citizen Center in Memorial Park. 
Everyone is urged to attend.

The Renaissance Faire 
has only one more 
weekend to go and then 
we will have to wait for 
our annual dose of the 
16th century until next 
April. 1 wonder how 
many people who enjoy 
being a part of that 
uninhibited crowd 
realize how carefully the 
Living History Centre 
works to maintain their 
annual illusion. This is 
no masquarade party. 
The 1000 actors, 
amateur and professional, 
who people the Faire are 
carefully trained for 
weeks in the manners 
and language of the 
period. These vary wide¬ 
ly from class to class, of 
course, and the instruc¬ 
tions admit that the pea¬ 
sant class dresses the most 
comfortably and has the 
most fun. The well- 
upholstered nobility pay 
for their elegance with 
tight waistbands and it¬ 
chy ruffs. There are rules 
for everybody: headgear 
is always worn and no 
matter how low the 


neckline, no blouse is off 
the shoulder. 

(Those really wild out¬ 
fits you see are not Centre 
people. They are Faire- 
goers who get their 
costumes anywhere from 
Dungeons-and-Dragons 
to Cloudcuckoo Land.) 

Even the jousting in 
full armor is no more of 
an anachronism than the 
Faire itself. The 16th 
century found it en- 
joyably quaint to 
recreate the 14th. 

And, of course. Will 
Shakespeare is there, not 
only upon the numerous 
stages, but galloping 
about helping with the 
jousting. The Bard of 
Avon will outlive us all, 
no matter what we do to 
his plays. 

Which brings me to 
“King Lear,” or, as the 
Basement Theater has 
modernized it, “K.Lear: 
CEO.” 

It has always been 
tempting to modernize 
Shakespeare. The sen¬ 
timental Victorians did it 
by softening the

tragedies: Juliet wakens 
in time, Cordelia 
recovers and marries 
Edgar. And they cut out 
all the bawdy stuff to 
preserve the proprieties. 

Everybody cuts the 
plays somewhat. We are 
not so drunk with 
language as the 
Elizabethans, and the 
language has changed a 
bit in 400 years. To 
Hamlet, the word “let” 
meant “hinder” and on¬ 
ly tennis players use it 
that way now. The 
Elizabethan delight in 
double meanings falls 
flat when few know what 
the two meanings are. 


The solution is to 
change the words in the 
text for more up-to-date 
meanings—or to have 
actors so good that they 
can project the meaning 
of unfamiliar words (the 
English solution), or to 
write the plot into a new 
setting as in “West Side 
Story” or “Throne of 
Blood.” Or you can, as 
the La Canada players 
have done, rewrite the 
jokes of the Fool and the 
craziness of the madman 
in “King Lear” into 
modern parlance, leave 
everything else much the 
same except for contem¬ 
porary references, and 
come up with lines like 


“Take thou the BMW 
and depart.” 

It’s not as awful as it 
sounds. The jokes are a 
lot funnier, the madness 
more crazily mad. But it 
puts an underlying threat 
of comedy just waiting 
to burst into a tragic play, 
ly, and the whoops of 
laughter that greet the 
dogs that pursue Edgar 
are examples of the pro¬ 
blem. You cannot have it 
both ways and I doubt 
that satire was intended. 

Certainly a good cast 
seem to be taking it 
seriously. 

Jefferson Area as the 
Fool is a standout, and 
Terry Green does a fine 
job as Edgar. Malcolm 
Templer makes a slimy 
Edmund. Chanda Gib¬ 
son makes Cordelia 
reasonable and in¬ 
telligent, Lisabet Seek is 
a vicious, sophisticated 
Goneril and Tamara 
Johnston is an equally 
vicious but more 
manipulative Regan. 
Lego Louis makes a stur¬ 
dy Kent, but Tio Mago 


as Gloucester mumbles. 
Frank Vrlich is Lear, in 
this version the retiring 
chief executive of a 
multi-million dollar 
family business. He can 
tear a passion to tatters 
with enthusiasm. 

Perhaps corporate 
take-overs have the same 
primitive vitality as 
wars. I wouldn’t know. 

Director Kathryn 
Bikle, whose previous 
post-nuclear “Macbeth” 
worked very well, has 
taken on a big challenge 
with very mixed success. 
Nevertheless, for 
Shakespeare buffs this is 
certainly one for the col¬ 
lection. What people un¬ 
familiar with the original 
will make of it is hard 
to imagine.

Dr. McCulloch heads Methodist of Huntington group 


entails balancing communication between Methodist 
Hospital’s physicians and administration, and the 
Broad of Directors. It’s often a job undertaken 
more out of dedication than want. But the bottom 
line result-maintenance of quality of care—is 
important for those who accept the delicate task. 

Dr. McCulloch’s career also keeps him more 
than occupied. The Albany Medical Center-trained 
surgeon, who’s been practicing medicine for 34 
years, pauses a moment when asked how many 
operations he has performed. “In the thousands,’’ 
he says. “I’ve never stopped to count.” 

The Canadian-born physician was drawn to his 
work at a young age. “I don’t know where the 
idea came from, but I knew 1 wanted to be 
a surgeon in grade school,” he recalls. “There was 
great disappointment along the way. During a high 
school career day, 1 learned how much training 
beyond medical school it would take to become 
a surgeon. That was a setback. But I wasn’t to 
be deterred.” 

While he enjoys the challenge of the operating 
room, Dr. McCulloch isn’t sure he’d like to do it 
for another 30 years. “It’s a very different scene 
for the up and coming youngsters,” he says. 
“The regulators are making the rules these days. 
You function under an avalanche of paperwork.” 

Communicating well with his patients is a high 
priority for the physician “especially when you’re 
dealing with major surgical procedures,” he says. 
“You have to help people understand what their 
healthcare problem is, how you’ll treat it, why 
treatment is necessary, and what they’re going to 
feel. I try to give them as much information as 
is necessary so they don’t experience too many 
surprises.” 


He credits his office staff with playing an 
integral part in the communication process. Several 
key members have worked with him over 10 years, 
but he quietly rebuffs a compliment about that 
fact. “1 beat them,” he says softly, joking. 

Throughout the 13 years he’s been affiliated 
with Methodist Hospital, Dr. McCulloch has 
received much positive feedback from his patients. 
“The little things count the most,” he says. 
“The simple thank-you’s.” 

But other gestures have moved him as well. 

Like the gift of the 100-year-old tobacco pipes 
that hang on his wall. The ornate, 12-inch carved 
pipes once belonged to a patient’s grandfather. 
She gave them to him after he successfully treated 
her for cancer. “She still comes in to check on 
the pipes,” he adds. 

That kind of feedback, he emphasizes, is his 
greatest satisfaction. “Getting well helps,” he says 
with his usual touch of dry, understated humor. 
For Dr. McCulloch, patient recovery is the ultimate 
thank-you. _

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Police Dept, history reveals amazing growth to present 


Continued from Page 1 

At that time, Greer Caskey was placed in the 
field as Acting Marshal and Tax Collector until 
such time as the city could officially elect their 
first Town Marshal. 

Placed on the ticket for Marshal were G. Caskey 
\V. P. Caley, and L.L. Clark. Caskey refused the 
nomination and after elections, W.P. Caley was 
placed in the office as the first official Town 
Marshal. 

Very little information or records could be 
located on the Police Department between the 
period of 1907 to 1925. During that period of 
time, the position of city marshal was held by 
eight individuals. The Marshal, from 1907 to 1915, 
Arthur M. Udell, also had the title of street 
superintendent, building inspector, and tax collector. 

To assist the Marshal in his task, an ordinance 
was adopted in 1917 which created the office of 
deputy marshal and night watchman, which brought 
the manpower of the Police Department to a total 
of two. 

In 1926, the title of city marshal was changed 
to that of chief of police and a third name was 
added to the Police Department’s roster. 

The office closed and locked its doors at 5 p.m. 
and the night man came on at 8 p.m. If at any 
time an emergency arrived during the three-hour 
span that the office was closed, the telephone 
operator would take the call and turn on the red 
call light which was located in the intersection 
of Baldwin and Sierra Madre Blvd. The purpose of 
the red light was to inform the night man, if he 
was away from the office, or any one who happened 
to see it that an emergency of some type had 
arisen and assistance was needed. The night man, 
upon seeing the red light, would notify the 
operator and obtain the necessary information. 

Gordon McMillan, who served as chief of 
police for 35 years, had been hired as the night 
watchman in 1926. The biggest problem for the 
department at that time was tourists. Sierra Madre 
was known for its hiking trails into the mountains. 
Every weekend, large groups of people would catch 
the train, and trolley cars to Sierra Madre. From 
the depot, they would hike into the mountains 
w ith their lunches for an afternoon in the wilderness. 

In 1926, the city departments were housed in one 
room on Kersting Court (where Imperial Savings 
and Loan is located). Council meetings were also 
held in that same room. 

Police department facilities consisted of a roll-top 
desk near the front window, a portable steel jail 
cell in the back room and a Studebaker touring 
car which was also used for other city business. 

Since the city was growing rapidly, the Board 
of Trustees saw the need for a new and larger 
City Hall. In 1928, a new City Hall was built and 
the city personnel moved from the one room 
building in Kersting Court to the new building. 
Since the Police Department was not very large, 
so far as personnel were concerned, they were 
given a small room located in the northeast section 
of the building. The only entrance to and from 
the office was through the Building Department. 
The Police Department also had use of another 
small room, a two-cell jail for male adults only. 

From the beginning of the Police Department 


until the late 1950s, the only requirements for 
becoming a police officer were to meet the approval 
of the Chief of Police and the City Council. 
The only training and education received by earlier 
officers was either by first hand or through criminal 
courses offered by the Deputy Public Defender. 
As the responsibilities of the police officer increased, 
the city saw the need for setting up tests and more 
thorough screening of the applicants. 

Unlike today, where the Police Department 
leases or purchases two new cars every other year, 
which contain; radio equipment, shotgun, first 
aid kits, fire extinguishers, and numerous other 
safety devices, the police unit of the 1920s was 
purchased from city funds and used until it died or 
needed replacement, usually within four years. 

A motorcycle was also utilized at this time. 
The department started with a Studebaker Open 
Touring car and from there went to a Buick Open 
Touring car, then a Model “A” Open Touring 
car and in 1934 purchased a closed Ford V-8. 

Finally in 1938, the Police Unit was installed 
with a one-way radio and broadcasts were maintained 
by the Pasadena Police Department. In 1950, 
the Police Department started leasing their units 
from the Monrovia Pontiac dealer who also handled 
all maintenance on the units. 

The Police Department grew to five men in 
1938. They consisted of Chief McMillan, W.D. 
Richards, James C. Heaslej (who also held the 
position of Chief of the Fire Department), Art 
Johnson III, Albert Bray, and Agnes B. Tyree 
who was the matron on call. The force now had 
the additional duties of handling all business 

and dog licenses. 

The Police Department grew steadily after World 
War II. In 1949, the force consisted of eight men, 
and the emergency radio KMA 302 was installed 
which enabled the department to do its own 

broadcasting. In 1956, there were 12 men on the 
force and two (2-way) radios equipped police units. 

In 1963, after 35 years of being Chief of Police 
of Sierra Madre, Gordon McMillan turned over 
his Department to James F. Bale. 

Chief Bale was Chief of Police in Sheridan, 
Wyo. for 2‘/2 years when he saw the opening for 
the city of Sierra Madre. Chief Bale was a young 
man with new ideas. Whereas the old chief answered 
all the phone calls, did all the paperwork, 

maintained the files, and handled just about 

everything within the Department for eight hours 
a day, the new chief hired Marie Bruning as the 
first policewomen in the history of Sierra Madre 
Police Department. 

Marie took over the task of managing all the 
office work, female prisoners and juveniles, and 
assisting the new chief with the yearly budget and 
procedures. Along with the arrival of a policewomen. 
Chief Bale organized a new work schedule which 
consisted of three and controlled all work and 
personnel on his shift. 

In 1967, Chief Bale resigned and accepted 
the position of Chief of Police in Whittier, and 
James C. Zurcher came from Imperial Beach 
Police Department where he held the rank 
of lieutenant. 

In 1971, Chief Zurcher resigned and accepted

a position as Police Chief with the city of 
Palo Alto and Thomas Kendra was selected as 
the new Police Chief in Sierra Madre. Kendra came 
from Culver City Police Department where he held 
the rank of lieutenant in charge of the Juvenile 
Division. 

Chief Kendra resigned in 1975 and returned to 
Culver City Police Department to assume the position 
of Assistant Police Chief. Kendra stayed with 
Culver City for approximately two years, and 
accepted a position as Police Chief with the City 
of Palm Springs. 

The council members of the City of Sierra 
Madre, in January 1976, appointed I.E. “Bill” 
Betts to the position of Police Chief. He has been 
in that position for nearly 15 years. 

From the beginning of the one-man Police 
Department back in 1907 to the current organization, 
the city has seen several changes. Today the 
Department consists of a Police Chief, four 
sergeants, two agents, eight patrol officers, four 
desk officers, and one parking enforcement officer. 
In addition, the department has a force of eight 
reserve officers who are utilized as backup to the 
regular force. The current organization is housed in 
a facility that was constructed in 1975, and is 
shared along with the Sierra Madre Fire Department.

Andalusia is the 
southern, sunny part of 
Spain and the country 
here resembles Southern 
California in many ways.

horseshoe arches. Incon- 
horseshoe arches. Incong- 
rously, in the very center 
a medieval church was 
erected over a 250-year 
period spanning the 15th 
to 18th centuries, a 
Gothic masterpiece in 
itself. 

The cathedral treasury 
holds some of the most 
exquisite silver, gold and 
crystal reliquaries in 
all of Christendom, 
which compete for atten¬ 
tion with the marvelous 
Mahammedan mihrab 
and intricately sculptured 
Arabic cupulas and 
carvings. 

The paradors of Spain 
are among its finest 
hotels. Run by the 
government, they include 
medieval castles and 
additions to ancient 
fortifications. Prices 
are reasonable and 
ser vice is excellent. 

Equally noted are 
Spain’s bodegas where 
the ritual of wine tasting 
has been elevated 


art. In Jerez de la 
Frontera, the, home of 
sherry, we paid our res¬ 
pects to one of the most 
famous bodegas, Gon¬ 
zalez Byas. Here we 
were privileged to view 
one of the winery’s 
most cherished traditions, 
a stemmed glass of 
sherry was placed on the 
floor, amidst the 


enormous casks and a 
tiny ladder set against 
it, thus providing an 
aperitif for the winery 
mice who climb the ladder 
for sips of sherry, content 
to leave the great casks 
for their betters. 

Obviously the Spaniards 
see no sacrilege in thus 
embuing their wines 


with Christianity’s most 
sacred names and titles. 
Spanish wines command 
reverence! 


We also visited Seville 
and other areas of 
Andalusia, but these will 
have to wait for another 
travel tale.

Rayon is often treated so it has a 
smooth and lustrous finish which gives 
it the look and feel of silk. 

Rayon is very sensitive to water. 
Many dyes applied to rayon are not col- 
orfast and will bleed which causes a 
shading to occur upon contact with 
moisture. In addition, manufacturers 
often add sizing to rayon in order to 
achieve a desired body or drape. Some 
sizings are water-soluble and washing 
will distort the shape of the garment. 

Drycleaning is recommended for 
most rayon garments because a profes¬ 
sional drycleaner is able to solve most 
of these problems. However, some 
garments whose care label reads 
“dryclean only” contain dyes and siz¬ 
ings that are water soluble. 

Never try to remove a stain from 
rayon without first pretesting the fabric. 
Wet a small piece of the garment on an 
unexposed seam and allow it to air dry. 
If no dye or sizing change occurs, small 
stains may be removed in this way. 
Large stains should always be taken to 
an IFI member professional drycleaner.
